Shortsge _in equipment d¢epot: As thix 
shortage. has been investigated, a report 
filed, a confession made and the guilty 
party punished, I have not uncéertaken to 
set up this shortage. No useful purpose 
would be served. This employee was not 
under bond, and all steps had been taken 
and the employee had been sentenced before 
this audit was begun. a 

Budget: The budget made ont by the. 
highway department needs to be scrutinized 
more carefully. There ‘are many items 
which need to be gone into, so that funds 
allotted to the budget may more nearly 
represent expenditures. A custom has 
grown up of puarchasirg cars ont of so-cailedl 
savings on expepse allotments for travel 
carried in the budget. Expcnse allotments 
should be fair, but when an allocatioa of 
funds is made for an engineer which is 
out of proportion in order to allow the 
purchase ef an automobile, then the budget 
is failing in ite purpose. Expense of travel 
No automobile 
should be paid for out of so-called saving 
on expense allotments. If new cars are 
desired, allocations of funds for that ,ur- 
pose should go «under the proper classifica- 
tion ir the budget. A system of buving 
cars on the monthiy payment plan has 
grown up, and notes are given for the pur- 


chase of cars, signed ‘“‘State Highway De- | 


partment of Georgia, by the Secretary and 
Trezsurer."" I question the legality of such 
notes, as [| doubt if any department’ of 
state government ha; the right to make a 
note and create er obligation of that cler- 
acter against the state. The prartice sheuld 
be discontinued and the purchase of cars 
handled through the proper course. 

New System Apvroved. 

Recommendations for changes 
counting system follow: 

Abandon, in 
ideas which divert from ite main function, 
first, that the books -can be kept to make 
the budget come out right, and, second, that 
bookkeeping for a $7,000,000 concern can be 
bandied through segregation of bank = ac- 
counts, It is to be at all times remembered 
by the bookkeeping end that the budget 
represeots figures hoped for by the executive 
end, but that the arcounting ende ‘deals 
with water ever the dam.’’ The budget has 
its uses and is not to be discarded, but 
the budget officer and the executive depart- 
nent will look after its balancing, and it 
is no proper function for the accounting di- 
vision to help them out in their difficulties, 
by shifting charges or otherwise losing sight 
of or drifting away from the wain function 
of their division. 

This function is to show figures accurate- 
ly reflecting the whole operations of the 
highway department, and so grouped as (to 
be easily susceptible of’ andit and presenta- 
tion of report in intelligible form.” The spe- 
cial bank secounts serve a or purpose 
when a depositor’s records are deficient, 
but the highway department -has long ayo 
outgrown the stage where they need help 
from’ the banks to keep their accounts to 
be' nce. 

& neral: It is believed that the foregoing 
recommendations will cure the major faults 
of ‘the present methods. Concentration of 
funds should. serve to eliminate the neces- 
sity of one account borrowing from another: 
general office book control of all cash and 
progerty accounts eliminates detached, hard- 
for-the-auditor-to-find accounts, and provides 
a check on property accownts. as well as 
cash: centralized control of accounts elimi- 
nates the lack of uniformity in closing 
dates of the now .many activity unit ac- 
counts; equipment consumed will hecome, a 
charge to expense rather than equipment 
purchased, and freight will receive its prop- 
er chorge and distribution to the account 
affected.

Prices of leading oil securities on 
the New York exchange have been 
showing signs of life during 
weeks—signs that have given oi! in- 
vestors hopes for better times ihan 
have prevailed for them in many long, 
weary months. But the publse gen- 
erally appears to be rather slow to aq 
cept reports of improved prospects, 
for these reports have come frequent- 
ly during the past year or two and 
have never been fulfilled in any ap- 
preciable degree. Thus it is that 
while prices of oil stocks have ad- 
vanced, they have not shown nearly 
the amount of improvement that usu- 
ally follows such optimistic trade re- 
ports as have been heard lately. 

The fundamental condition of the 
petroleum industry is stronger than 
for a long, long time. Of this there 
is little doubt. Gasoline consumption 
has been very heavy this year: in fact 
consumption during the first four 
months was 30 per eent greater than 
during the corresponding period of a 
year ago. Stocks of gasoline, niean- 


time. have been reduced. At the end 


'of April, gasoline stocks were at the 
recent | 


lowest point, relative to consumption, 
reported for that date since I918, ° 
But best of all, produttion has kept 
within bounds. Thus the statistical 
position of the petroleum industry, as 
measured by its most important prod- 
duct, is. excellent and conducive toe 
better profits than have been evident 
for some time. In fact, it is believed 
that some oil companies are right now 
enjoying the largest earnings in his- 
tory. 
It would seem, in view of these cir- 
cumstances, that the advances to date 
in oil securities have been moderate.
